i. The Service d'!Ordre is divided into two principal rroups —~ the Service d'0rdre 
de 1a Tepion Parisienne and the Service d'Ordre National. Tho former includes 
all 50 units in the Seine and Seino-et-Oise and has its headquarters in Paris. 
This proup, headed by Colonel Dominique Ponchardier » has an estimated member— 
ship of 15,000, a11 of whom are well-trained and subject to call at any time. 
The leaders of this rroup consider themselves and their units aw the elite of 
the SO orpanization. 


22 On tha same level and headed by Jacques Laboureav is the Sorvice d'Ordre 
uational. This croup is made up of SO units from tho remainder of France and 
_ is not as well-trained or orsanized as are the units in the Paris Perrion. 
“enbers aro classified as P-l, P-2 and P-O. The PI's are members of the SO 
in larpo citics such as Dordeaux, Marseille, Lyon; these members aro subject 
to training similar to that riven the 50 in the Paris Repion and are on «11 
at all times. P-2's are located in lar-e cities and- smaller cities and are 
only subject to call when necessary. P's ara located in amall torms and 
have only a half-interest in the 80 -roups.

Cecsuse 
the members of these groups were not necessarily pro—Caullist, they would not 
disband their organizations and join the entirely Gaullist SO. 


Service d'Ordre Auxilliaire (SOA) 


The Service d'Ordre Auxilliaire was formed to intesrate into one organization 
those members of the DAC and AD who qualified for membership in the RPI, or 
who could be propagandized into beinr Gaullists. It was planned that SOA 
units would eventually be interrated into the SO. The main purpose of the 
SOA, however, was to orcanize the DAC ard the AD, keep in liaison with the 
groups and be responsible for their identity. 


The SQA venture is renerally agreed by SO personnel to be a failure and the 
orcanization is pradually being liquidated. The orcantzation failed because: 
ae The SQA recruited for membership individuals who would have qualified for 
2mbership in the 50. The SOA appealed to more individuals because it did 
not demand as mich time or training as did the SO. 

be Wot cnough money was available to maintain the SOA and the S0.- 

c+ Although many of the DAC and AD leaders agreed to join the SOA, the 
nembers who were anti-Caullist as rell as anti-Commnist refused to have any= 
tidng to do with the orranization. 


It has been decided by the REF to discontinue trying to inteprate the DAC and 
AD units inte an RPP-directed organization llowever, closs liaison will be 
maintained with the leaders of these groups so that they ray be calied upon 
48 reserves in case of necessity. (Sourca pointed out that the DAC and AD 
are merely individual groups with no peneral plan or headquarters and had not 
the RPF invented the names NAC and AD few of these groups would have known of 
the existence of others.) ; 


Liaison between the RPF and these proups is maintained by a certain Prevost. 
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
